ITY OP SUBSIDIARY 


COMPANIES. 


SUIT FILED 
AT FINDLAY 


To Deprive Manhattan Company of 


Its Charter—More Astounding; 


Figures Given. 


New York, Sept. 19.—Wesley R. 


fTilford, treasurer of the Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey, was to- 
'day's first witness in the Standard 
Oil hearing. 
He became connected 


•with the Standard Oil company in 
1878, and with the trust when it was 
Joined in 1882. 
In 1892 he became 


one of its liquidating trustees and 
their attorney. 
Forced by the in- 


vestigators' questions, he admitted 
that during the eight years of liqui- 
dation, the dividends from subsidary 
companies were paid to trust certi- 
ficate holders. The point is of much 
Importance as the supreme court of 
Ohio's order of 1892, demanded the 
trusts dissolution. 
Kellogg sought 


to show, however, that it was act- 
ually conducted as before n open 
Befinace of this order. 


New York, Sept. 19.—Franx B. Kel- 


logg, who is conducting the 
fed- 


eral suit to dissolve the Standard 
pll combination, has succeeded in 
placing upon the record the profits of 
17 of the principal subsidiary compan- 
ies in the years of 1903 and 1906. The 
statement of earnings of the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana which was 
recently fined $29,240,000 by Judge 
Landis of Chicago for rebating, dis- 
closed that in 1906 the 
company 


earned no less than $10,516,082 on a 
capitalization of $1,000,000 or over 
1,000 percent a year. The Indiana 
company in 1906 earned more than 
any subsidiary company of the big 
combination. 


3tfr. Kellogg developed, while Clar- 


ence G. Fay, assistant comptroller of 
the Standard Oil Company was on"t-be- 
stand, a curious problem of financial 
bookkeeping or handling of accounts 
which Mr. Fay failed to explain. From 
figures submitted it was shown that 
the Standard Oil Company of New 
York in 1904 made a profit of $7,751,- 
160 and paid in dividends to the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey the 
total sum of $32,998,430. This trans- 
action reduced the net assets of the 
New York company from $40,425,900 
to $15,179,706, while the liabilities 
leaped from $47,646,235 in 1903 to $81- 
395,145 in 1904, an increase of nearly 
$34,000,000. The gross assets of the 
New York 
company, however, in- 


creased from $88,074,561 in 1903 to 
896,574,852 in 1904. Meanwhile 
the 


accounts receivable of the Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey grew from 
$19,045,041 in 1903 to $85,272,924. 


Charles M. Pratt, secretary of the 


Standard Oil company, recalled to the 
witness stand, told how he had held 
for the Standard Oil company, the 
stock of Waters-Pierce Oil Company, 
at the time when it was not permitted 
to operate in the state of Texas. He 
said that he held the stock as a matter 
of convenience and not to avoid the 
anti-trust laws of Texas. Mr. Pratt 
threw some interesting sidelights on 
the Waters-Pierce Oil company, the 
Stock of which was held for a long 
period by M. M. VanBeuren who was 
not connected with the Standard Oil 
Company. 
Mr. VanBeuren purchased 


tbe stock from Mr. Pratt and early 
this year, the Standard Oil Company 
Jxmght it back- 


Findlay, O., Sept. 19.—Suit was files 


in the common pleas court by W. L. 
IjDavM, county prosecutor, to deprive 
the Manhattan Oil company of Its 
charter and to enjoin it from paying a 
higher price* for oil than is paid by 
the Buckeye Pipe Line company in the 
same territory. The petition alleges 
that the Manhattan was formerly an 
"independent company," but was ab- 
eorbed eight years ago by the Stand- 
ard Oil company, now owned by the 
Industrial Development company, lim- 
ited, of London, England, and only 
five shares of stock valued at $100 
«ach are owned by the directors who 
manage the company. The petition 
charges further that after the absorp- 
tion the Solar Refining company, a 
constituent company of the Standard 
company, took over its refinery; the 
Ohio Oil company took its production, 
the Union Tank line its tank cars, 
leaving the company only its gather- 
ing lines, which are used to fight the 
so-called independent companies. 
k It is alleged that for the last seven 
years the company has done nothing 
JjuC serve as a gathering medium for 
the Buckeye Pipe Line company, pay- 
Ing 5 centg a barrel more for the oil 
than it received for it when the com- 
jmodity wa« passed on to the Buckeye

rights" as opposed to "centralization 
of power" by saying that "no greater 
calamity 
could befall this country 


than for it to so change its constitu- 
tion as to authorize tiie federal gov- 
ernment to deal with all or any con- 
siderable part of the subjects over 
which the btates reserved control." 


The senator said: 
"Never before the civil war, nor 


since, until within the last two or three 
years, has the slightest countenance 
been given by the American people, 
particularly anybody in authority, to 
any suggestion from any source that 
our 
constitution should 
ever 
be 


amended except only in accordance 
with its own provisions, much less 
that the judicial department should 
prostitute its great powers in an effort 
to change the constitution by judicial 
construction, or that the people or the 
officials of government, high or low, 
should disregard its limitation, or in 
any manner overstep the powers it 
confers in the slightest degree under 
any pretext whatever. There was 
some excuse for sentiments of this 
character when, the nation w-as rocked 
in the throes of civil war, and when 
life itself o£ our government was at 
stake, but in these times of profound- 
peace and prosperity, and when the 
powers of the government constitu- 
tionally exercised are found in every 
instance to be ample to protect us 
from all evils complained of, .either 
actual or fancied, such impatience is 
inexcusable. 


'•'No greater calamity could befall 


this country than for it to so change 
its constitution at, to authorize the 
federal government to deal with all, or 
any considerable part, of: the subjects 
over which the states reserved con- 
trol. The many powers of the federal 
government conferred directly and by 
implication, to deal with national and 
international affairs, call for moie leg- 
islation than it is possible for the con- 
gress to carefully consider, thoroughly 
debate and properly enact. If we were 
to have these powers enlarged so as 
to take away from the states the sub- 
jects of legislation m any considerable 
number which now belong 
to 
the 


states, or are reserved to the people, 
it 
would 
mean 
that tbe 
govern- 


ment at Vv'ashhml.m \vould be simply 
swamped. The- Mi!>jet:is that properly 
belong to the states can be better 
dealt with by the states, because state,

wife since death and laid in the dupli- 
cate caskets especially constructed 
for the mausoleum 
The state of pres 


ervation of both bodies was pro 
nounced remarkable by the under 
taker and others who s,aw them. The 
•work of transferring the caskets was 
done with as much privacy as possible 


Fatal Fall of Aeronaut. 


Troy, O., Sept. 19.—Ed Richards o 


Dayton, O, an aeronaut, was killed in 
an accident at the Miami county fair 
grounds. He made an ascension an< 
•when he cut the parachute loose i' 
filled nicely, but fell only a few feet 
when It struck a heavy wind from the 
storm which was coming up. He was 
tossed about until several of the ropes 
broke and he shot to the ground like 
an arrow. He struck a walnut tree, 
breaking his arm and cutting his 
head. The fair ground was filled with 
more than 10,000 people, who watched 
the man fall to death.
